This  cent  was  AU  before  it 
developed  several  tiny  pits  on  both  sides,  not  apparent  unless 
you  are  looking  for  them.

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1849  N12.  VF35.  Fairly  early  state,  star-crumbling  minimal. 

Stripped  and  colored  purple  and  glossy  black  with  overtones 
of  red  -  not  garish  at  all.

rim  nick  at  bottom  reverse.  Sharp,  but  not  too  appealing. 

1849  N20b.  AU50.  Early  strike  with  the  vertical  die-scratches 
at  right  reverse  bold.  Even  glossy  brown  cent.

Military  OD  is  the  color  of  the  obverse  -  olive  it  is,  drab 
it  is  not.  It  is  an  hypnotic  green  gem  which  turns  this  cent 
into  the  beauty  queen  of  the  whole  offering.  Reverse  is 
brown  with  a  lot  of  red,  really  nice. 
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1852  N8c.  MS65.  Both  obverse  and  reverse  cracks  are  extremely 
faint,  but  present.  Both  sides  are  a  lustrous  brown  faded 
from  original  red,  with  a  lot  of  red  still  showing.  Full 
cartwheel,  lovely  coin.  Ex-R.E.Naftzger,  Jr. 

1852  N13b.  EF40.  Faint  crack  *1  to  bust  tip.  Nice  brown  AU 

cent  but  for  a  large  corrosion  pit  under  ITE.  Reverse  a 
little  darker  than  the  obverse. 

1852  N13c.  MS65.  Cracked  bust  tip  thru  *1  to  rim  over  *2. 
Gorgeous  olive  gem  with  many  red  flashes  on  obverse,  full 
green  reverse,  full  cartwheel  both  sides.  Very  faint  scratch 
from  top  of  bust  and  a  trivial  nick  at  *13.  Second  only  to 
the  1852  N3  above  for  beauty. 

1853  N3b.  VF25.  The  crack  and  chip  on  obverse  are  visible. 
Yellow-brown  with  black  spots  and  black  verdigris  around 
the  devices.  Hard,  clean  flan.  Ex-Schwartz,  lot  1071. 

1854  N19b.  AU50.  Cracked  rim  over  *3  thru  browlock  to  rim 

over  *9.  Nice  brown  coin  with  some  lustre,  a  few  minor  nicks, 
and  several  tiny  spatter-spots.  Ex-R.E.Naftzger,  Jr. 

1854  N21 .  VF30.  Dark  brown-black  coin  on  a  hard  planchet.  The 
darkness  is  evidently  applied,  but  would  likely  Tighten 
some  with  a  swabbing.
